forms immediately affecting millions of 
dollars worth of American property in 
Mexico were announced tonight. 
Governor Abrarc Gonzales*said under 
the new regime foreign concessiong 
which might’be considered monopolies 
“would not be extended or renewed and 
every legal effort would be made to 
restrict foreign monopolies. Chihuahua 
is one of the richest states in minerals 
and timber and is practically controlled 
by Americans, British and German in- 
terests. The Americans are the largest 
holders. 
Their Grief Well Founded. 

“All Americans who grieved at the 
ddwnfall of the Diaz administration 
will find that their grief was well- 
founded.” said Governor Gonzales. “We 
do not intend to take away the riches 
of any foreigner who legally holds 
them, but we realize that under the 
Diaz system the granting of conces- 
sions, with their ruinous payments of 
large sums of money to Mexican poli- 
ficians was a virtual selling out of 
Mexico. : ' 

“For years Mexic® has bven exploited 
by foreigners until the great body of 
the people have nothing. We were on 
the verge of becon:ing a nation of pau- 
pers, Now all special privileges shall 

Ne More Selfing Out of Mexico. 

“We hope to maintain the rfiendifest 
relations with Americans and: we shal! 
invite foreign capital to come in, but 
there will be no more selling out of the 
country by plecemeal. We will invite 
competition, not monopoly. if Ameri- 
ean capital wishes to come here it must 
be prepared to compete with Mexican 
capital. 

“What is known as the company 
stores in towns where many Men are 
employed will be abolished.

Actor John McStea Finds Mrs.

Albany, N. Y., June 15.—First Base- 
man Arthur Brown, of the Albany 
State baseball’ League team, died to- 
night in a. hospital from four bullet 
wounds received, he told the police, at 
the hands of John V. McStea, a New 
Orleans actor. The shooting occurrea 
at a rooming house on Pearl street, 
where McStea said he found his wife 
in an apartment with Brown. 

Found Together by . Husband. 

McStea arrived here tonight and pro- 
ceeded directly to the house and asked 
to see “Mrs. Brown.” In a statement 
made after the shooting, he said he 
heard his wife’s voice upstairs ane 
rushed to the hall above. There, he 
declared, he was bUrutally attacked 
by Brown. 

Getting the worst of the struggle, 
McStea says he drew his revolver ana 
fired at Brown. . Four shots took effect, 
two in the abdomen, one in the arm, 
another in the leg, and a fifth went 
wild. 

_ Brown sank to the floor, where he 
was found an instant later by an officer 
who heard the shots. McStea was 
Placed under arrest and his wife held 
as a witness.

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FICTURE OF GIRL IN HAND 
F. H. MURPHY TRIES SUICIDE 


With the picture of a young lady 
clutched in his hand, Fred H. Murphy, 
20 years old, formerly of Louisville, 
Ga., but now assistant steward of the 
Battle House, Mobile, Ala., attempted 
suicide by drinking iodine in his room 
at the Terminal hotel yeaterday after- 
noon. 

A hurry call for the. Grady hospital 
ambulance was sent in at 4:45 o'clock, 
not long after. the young man. had 
He was soon on the 
operating table of the hospital, and it 
is reported that he will recover. 

Murphy came to Atlanta Monday, 
after a visit to his family in Louis- 
ville. He came to see relatives and 
friends, one of whom is said to be a 
young lady for whum he had a high 
regard, and whose picture he held in 
his hand. Mr. Murphy had registered 
at the hotel under the assumed name 
of Finley. H. Morgan, Cincinnati, Ohio. 

The attempted suicide took place in 
his room, where he had been for al- 
most an hour after a visit downstairs, 
at which time he is thought to have 
purghased the iodine. He was found 
lying beneath, the telephone, and his 
condition was discovered because the 
receiver was off the hook. 


During his stupor from the drug he 
constantly muttered several télephone 
numbers. One of them was called by 
the clerk and proved to be the office 
of C. J. Haden, in the Grant building, 
where Miss Lillian Butler, an aunt of 
Mr. Murphy by marriage, is employed. 
She hurried at once to the hospital 
and identified him. 

The second ,uumber, it is stated, 
reacheg a young lady who has known 
Mr. ‘Murphy ‘for several. years. His 
relatives refused to give her name. 

From Miss Butler it was learneg that 
Mr. Murphy had been in fll health for 
several years. Three years ago he 
was a student at the Georgia Military 
Academy, wheh he suffered an unusu- 
ally severe attack of appendicitis. 
From this he never fully recovered, 
and has since had a nervous break- 
down. 

Miss Butler stated that he was one of 
the hardest working boys she had ever 
known, and that he persisted in ac- 
cepting his Mobile position, gespite the 
objections of his family. Al] of this 
has combined to render him, perhaps, 
unconscious of what he was doing, she 
thinks, as he is said to be a. young 
man of strict moral standards and a 
high sense of honor. 

The young lady, whose picture Mr. 
Murphy had clutched tin his hand, is 
said to have refused to marry him two 


years ago.

ESCAPE IN YEAR 


Members of Prison Commission 


Amazed by Figures 


One Hundred and Twenty Con- 
victs Still at Large-Chairman 
Davison Writes Letter to the 
Wardens, Telling Them They 
Will Be Held Responsible. 


In the future, wardens in Georgia 
will be held personally responsible for 
escapes from convict camps, and, if 
satisfactory explanations cannot be 
made to the prisen commission, they 
are sure to lose their jobs. 

Statistics just compiled show that 
219 convicts, not including misdemean- 
ors, escaped for the twelve months end-~- 
ing May 31, and 120 of these are still 
at liberty. Amazed by these figures, 
Chairman Davison has written a sharp 
letter to wardens in all the camps in 
the state, warning them that a* strict 
accounting will be made in the future. 
This Jetter is as follows: 

“To the Warden’ in Charge—-We have 
just seen statistical statement of our 
secretary, which shows that for the 
twelve months ending May 31, the vari- 
ous camps of the state had 219 escapes. 
It also shows that: 114: were recaptured. 
However, some fifteen of the latter 
were convicts who escaped under the 
6la contract system, showing that there 
are 120 convicts still at large who es- 
caped from the camps during the past 
year, an average of ten net eScapes per 
month. The above dees not include 
misdemeanors. We are thoroughly con- 
vinced. that a very large number of 
these escapes is traceable directly to 
negligence or carelessness on the part 
of the warden and guards, and the com- 
mission is determined to hereafter hold 
every warden to a strict accountability 
for the safe keeping of the convicts in 
his charge. The indiscriminate ‘trusty’ 
business is contrary to the rules of 
this commission, and ‘jeaving convicts 
at camp without. guard’ is altogether 
wrong and'‘is considered nothing less 
than gross negligence. 

“We take, this method of notifying 
each and every warden in the state, and 
they in turn must-so notify their dep- 
uty wardens that convicts in their 
charge must ‘be more safely guarded 
and held, and where they consider es- 
capes from the camp are too numerous 
or- caused by evident neglect they will 
deem it sufficient cause for the re- 
moval of the warden. We sincerely 
trust that each warden will fully real- 
ize gnd appreciate the responsibility 
that is resting upon him and assist the 
commission in seeing that the convicts 
are more safely held. 

“We trust that you will give this 
your immediate and constant atten-

Besides the appointment of a 
receiver for the Company, attorneys 
were employed by the different persons 
interested, and the affair commences 
to assume a legal aspect. 

So far as is known nothing has been 
heard of Mr. Smith. It is stated on 
reliable authority that he was seen in 
the city as late as 5 o'clock Wednés- 
day afternoon. No explanation is giver 
of why he was not apprehended at that 
time. : 

A strenuous search of the city has 
been made for him, both in the resi- 
dence and business sections, and in 
various lodging houses. Many contend 
that he has not left the city. Mrs. 
Smith remains at their home, 249 Form- 
walt street, and it is said will engage 
in active defense of her husband when 
necessary. ; 

The office of the company, 29% White- 
hall street, room 4, was again thronged 
with investors Thursday, and one fight 
was reported between two men. Mra. 
Minnie R. Coulter and W. F* Brandt, 
both of whom are losers in the com- 
pany. were said to have engaged in 
a difficulty over some mortgages on 
Mrs. Coulter’s East Lake ~ property:

Four Blocks Swept in St. Louis. 
Caused by Locomotive

St. Louis, June 15.—Losses conserva- 
tively estimated at more than $1,000,- 
000 were sustained in a fire that raged 
for hours today in a manufacturing 
district bordering for four blocks, the 
terminal railroad yards in the south- 
western part of the city.

Tifton, Ga., June 15.—(Special.)-—- 
Lumber market conditions are very un- 
Satisfactory, except 
staves and the lower grades of floor- 
ing: labor conditions, already at the 
limit of endurance, are growing worse; 
there is no antagonism between the 
Jumber manufacturers and the rail- 
roads, but a disposition on both sides 
to amicably adjust any differences 
that may arise. These, with the unan- 
imous passage of resolutions of regret 
at the retiring of H. H. Tift, president, 
and William B. Stillwell, vice presi- 
dent, who have been nestors of the 
association: the unanimous re-election 
of Secretary Harrell: the election of 
Arthur G. Cummer, of Jacksonville, as 
treasurer, and the direction that the 
office of secretary- be moved from Tif- 
ton to Jacksonville, at the option of 
the president, were the principal events 
at the June meeting of the Georgia- 
Florida Saw Mill Association, which 
convened at the Continental hotel, At- 
lantic Beach, Fla., with a large attend- 
ance. 


Proposed Rate Advance. 

The special committee to which was 
referred the proposed advance in 
freight rates to lowe® Ohio river cross- 
ings, reported that they had agreed 
to recommend to the regular meeting 
of the association that they would 
agree to the proposed advance provid- 
ed this section was not discriminated 
against. In other words, any advance 
in rates from the Georgia-Florida As- 
sociation territory, must be a portion 
of a general advance from all other 
lumber manufacturing points. It is 
not known whether any other woods 
than yellow pine would be affected. 

Report was received and agreed to 
and committee continued. 

This was regarded as indicating that 
the saw mill people and railroads were 
disposed to consult on matters of mu- 
tual interest, and make concessions 
where the situation warranted? and 
that any feelings of antagonism that 
might have existed between the rail- 
roads and yellow pine manufacturers 
had disappeared.

B. Conrad, chairman; F. EB. Waymer 
and C. E. Melton, of Florida: H. M. 
Graham and T. S. Prince, of Georgia, 
was appointed to investigate labor con- 
ditions in the two -states and confer 
with authorities of the different towns 
and counties in which saw mills are 
located requesting a more rigid en- 
forcement of the-vagrancy laws. The 
Georgia law will be investigated to 
Bee it it can be improved. 

The rather startling statement was 
made that there are from 100 to 200 
idle negroes in nearly every town 
where a saw mill is located, and that 
in Jacksonville there are nearly 3,000 
loafing on the streets or around the 
barrooms, supported by women.

States senators by direct vote of the | 
people, on the ground that it would 
permit federal interference in states, 
having negro disfranchisement laws, 
many of the southern senators are re- | 
ceiving inquiries as to its effect. 

Most of the replies, along the same ' 
line as the speeches, indicate appre- |, 
hension that in case the amendment is 
engrafted into the constitution as 
amended by Mr. Bristow, it might re- 
result in renewed attempts to enact 
such legislation as the force bill of 
twenty years ago. 

As the bill passed the house it vested 
complete control of senatorial elections 
in the various state legislatufes. The 
Bristow provision knocks out that sec- 
tion and gives congress the same con- 
trol in the election of senators by pop- 
ular vote that it now has over their 
election by the state legislatures, and 
that it has over the election of mem- 
bers of the national house of repre- 
sentatives. 

It is contended that under this au- 
thority, if it saw fit, congress could 
appoint federal registrars and super- 
visers and enforce their decrees with 
troops if necessary. If is admitted 
generally that the possibility of the 
exercise of such power is remote, but 
those who opposed the amendment con- 
tend that the risk should not be even 


remotely taken.

There are those who “make at 
them,” but féw skilled hands who can 
fashion pretty summer gowns. 

“Why is this?’ many may ask. 

One is, the female mind, for the time 
being, is perverted on the kind of 
work they want to do; the idea is to 
do any kind of work to take them out 
of the home, rather than keep them 
in it. | 

The second reason is that only the 
artistic dressmaker takes time to Ao 
them well, and she naturally; wants a 
price which is more than the gown 
is worth. The consequence is, the 
greatest mondpolist today is the wom- 
an who can make the pretty, simple 
gown. She knows you are dependent 
upon her, and nobody.can blame her 
for becoming czarina of the situation. 

The young woman today who would 
equip herself to make the pretty sum- 
mer gown, make that her specialty, 
would have a small fortune’ assured 
her. From the room in which she 
starts, she could develop a large @S- 
tablishment, for I know of ten women 
today who would go up town and get 
ten pretty gowns if they could just 
find somebody to make these gowns 
properly and at a reasonable price. 

Madame's regular modiste is worn 
out struggling through a busy season 
with unskilled labor. She won't worry 
with the simple gown now, so there is 
time and opportuunity for the woman 
who can sew if she will. 

Atlanta women dress a great deal, 
and dress well, and it seems remarKa- 
ble that more women who wish to 
make an honest living do not realize 
that in home handiwork they have their 
chance. They can command their own 
time, and have the dignity that a per- 
sonal occupation and personal business 
always has over any other, and it 
seems so remarkable that the gentility 
of the home work its not more ap- 
pealing. 

Tt would seem that the social stand- 
ards as well as the educational stand- 
ards are very lacking—and that some 
gifluence will) have to be brought 
about to impress the youthful mind of 
the present, with the dignity of work; 
then the further dignity there is about 
efficient work; then to make the 
younger generation of wage earning 
women realize the value and protec- 
tion there is in the home industries. 

Something must be done to make 
them see the value of the home avo- 
cations, not only in the matter of 
equipping themselves to be good home- 
keepers and good housekeepers, but 
to make themselves competent to 
earn wage and still not leave the 


\ 
. home. 


I do not blame the southern white 
girl for not caring to equip herself in 
domestic service with a view to mak- 
ine that her avocation, for just so 
long as we have with us the negro 
mace, naturally adapted to domestic 
gervice and industrial service, I see no 
reason why the women of the two 
gaces should be pitted against the 
other in household service. 

There is plenty of work for the 
young white women to do and unless 
she chooses it, the idea of her being 
trained for domestic service as a pro- 
fession is scarcely consistent with 
southern race relations. 

In individual instances it may suc- 
cessfully hold, but never generally in 
these parts. 

The matter of woman's handiwork, 
however, is another thing, and no 
woman clever with her needle need 
feel that every dignity ts not hers. 
The truth is, there are certain little 
things every lady should be able to 
do with her needle, and the more ex- 
pert she is, the more dainty she gen- 
erally appears. 

Would it not be a good plan for the 
women who may be interested in the 
welfare of the itndustrial woman to 
begin to look into the matter of how 
these women may be led into the 
things which would help them as wage 
earners—into the activities which 
eould be accomplished in the home?

A crushed and lifeless body was 
found in the basement of the Third Na- 
tional Bank building yesterday after- 
noon about 2 o’clock, when spectators 
rushed to the scene after they had wit-.

POSTAL SLEUTH 
IN CONSPIRACY 


To Ruin a Rural Mail Carrier 
at Loganville? 


By John Corrigan, Jr. 

Washington, D. C., June 15.—(Spe- 
cial.)——Back of the removal from office 
of Postmaster A. F. Swords, of Logan- 
ville, Ga., which was ordered a few 
days ago, lies a story of persecution, 
following collusion, corruption and 
bribery by postoffice sleuths which is 
not often met with. 

The story has just come to light, and 
concerns the discharge on December 23, 
last, of A. C. Cooper, a rural free de- 
livery letter carrier on route 3 from 
the Loganville offict. The evidence 
against Cooper was secured by post- 
Office Inspector Bain and consisted of 
testimony given by Hockless Bates, a 
negro, and J. @. Brown, a white man. 
They said the carrier had _ secured 
money from patrons of his route 
while on duty to purchase money 
orders for them and had not done so. 

Howard Takes Up Case. 

Representative William Schley How- 
ard brought about the reinstatement 
of Cooper and the discharge of Post- 
master Swords. It was his first experi- 
ence wtih the postoffice department 
as a representative from the Fifth 
When Mr. Howard was appealed to by 
the friends of Cooper he immediately 
took the matter up and proceeded to 
Jook into the claims that Cooper had 
been thrown out on perjured testi- 
mony. He secured affidavits signed by 
seventy representative patrons of the 
floganville postoi%ce, which set forth 
that Bates was ‘‘a worthless negro, and 
a person of no character.” 

It was further stated in one affida- 
vit that Brown was a “blockader an@ 
blind tiger’ and had no other business. 
The makers of these affidavits said 
neither man would be believed on oath. 

“Blind Tiger” in Postoffice. 

The patrons of the office also made 
the charge agafnst Postmaster Swords 
that he used his offive as a distribut- 
ing place for liquor. Later the negro 
Hockless Bates made another affidavit 
swearing that Postmaster Swords had 
paid him money to give evidence 
‘against Carrier Cooper. 

Armed with these affidavits, Repre- 
sentative Howard went to the post- 
office department and made a vigorous 
demand for the reinstatement of Coop-

er. He charged collusion on part of: 
Postmaster Swords and Inspector Bain 
to ruin Cooper. 

So thoroughly convinced were the 
officials of the department that an in- 
justice had been done that following an 
investigation of the evidence submit- 
ted by Mr. Howard, an order was is-! 
sued for Cooper’s reinstatement on 
May 14. Last week an order for the' 
removal of Postmaster Swords was is- 
sued. 

Mayor N. O. Bennett, of Loganville. 
came to Washington a few days ago 
in connection with the postoffice, but 
found on arrival that action had al- 
ready been taken. J. W. Garrett and 
M. C. Connell are applicants for the 
vacancy. 

Hitchcock’s Favorite Abuses Power. 

Postal employees, at today’s hearing 
before the committee on expenditures 
in the postoffice department, testified 
that G. G. Thompson, a favorite of 
Postmaster General Hitehcock, forced 
them to attend to his private affairs 
when they should have been working 
for the government. Thompson is now 
superintendent of the rural] free deliv- 
ery service, thanks to the friendship o» 
Hitchcock. Thompson was _ formerly 
chief of the supply division. He was 
promoted to take charge of the post- 
office inspectors with Austin, Texas, as 
headquarters. 

His family and household goods were 
at Washington. As chief of the supply 
division, it was testified. Thompson ap- 
propriated to his own use government 
lumber to pack and crate nis furniture 
and required the postoffice carpenters 
to pack the goods and ship them. Sev- 
eral days were required to complete 
this work and all the time the car- 
penters were on the government pay- 
rolis. The work was done during the 
regular hours of labor at the postoffic« 
department. 

Used Governmest Employees. 

Thompson, as chief of the supply di- 
vision, also had his house fitted with 
fly screens, and this work was per- 
formed by government employees in 
government time. He actually had an 
additional roora built to his Washing- 
ton dw@ling, and this, too, was done 
by government employees in govern- 
ment time. : 

T. H. Byrnes, a carpenter, told the 
committee of these facts. Thompson 
denied them, but Byrnes’ testimony was 
corroborated by other employees in the 
postoffice department. 

Witnesses told the committee that 
they were moved to perform such du- 
ties for a division chief in the hope 
of securing promotion or through the 
fear of being discharged. 

Thompson, efter serving sa a post- 
office inspector in Texas, was promoted 
by Postmaster General Hitchcock to be 
superintendent of the rural free deliv- 
ery service. He is now stationed in’ 
Washington. Thompson is the same of- 
ficlal who heiped Hitcncoek manage the 
republican campaign !In 1908, being re- 
stored to his former standing in the 
postoffice department as soon as the 
campaign wag over.

What the Letters Prove. 

The state contends the letters, which 
were reaa, prove: 

That fourteen lumbermen’s associa- 
tions, embracing practically the whole 
of the forest area of the United States, 
maintained an “information bureau,” 
which Kept its members advised upon 
what manufacturers sold direct to the 
consumer. 

That manufacturers who sold to re- 
tailers that failed to keep their asso- 
ciaiion obligations were blacklisted. 

That the members of the various as- 
sociatiéns had agreements not to in- 
vade one another's territory. 

That Mr. Gorsuch was fearful lest 
the working of the “information bu- 
reau,”’ violate the anti-trust laws. 

That the Southwestern Lumbermen’s 
Association refrained from putting in 
its by-laws and coonstituticn penalties 
for dealers who failed to keep their 
membership obligations because it was 
feared the organization might be 
brought into conflict with the anti- 
trust laws. 

Warned to Be Cautious. 

It would appear from a letter Drake 
wrote Gorsuch on May 4, 1903, that 
Gorsuch had warned him to be cau- 
tious.

ON RECIPROCITY 


Senator Nelson Says Canada 
Has Fooled United States. 


| Washington, June 15.—The second 
day of debate on the Canadian reci- 
procity bill proved a field day for 
those opposed to the measure. -Led by 
Senator Knute Nelson in a prepared 
speech a number of senators took part 
in a running debate that marked the 
closing period of the address. 

At adjournment Senator Penrose, in 
charge of the bill, felt this had clear- 
ed the atmosphere considerably and he 
expressed the opinion that the’ general 
debate would not he of such great du- 
ration as had been predicted. 

Senator Nelson was radically antag- 
onistic to the bill. He occupied the 
floor most of the day, but explained 
that this was only the first of several 
installments of his views on this sub- 
ject. 

A spirited debate among republican 
senators was precipitated over the ef- 
fect of the Root amendment dealing 
with paper and wood pulp. Senators 
Lodge, Clarke, of Wyoming, and Smoot 
all were on the floor and talking sim- 
/altaneously. They agreed @hat that 
provision only restored the terms of 
the treaty as submitted to congress. 

Ask the Whispering Winds. 

“How, then, did that feature of the 
agreement disappear?” asked Mr. Wil- 
liam Alden Smith, of Michigan. 

“Ask the whispering, winds,” re- 
sponded Mr. Clark. 

Apparently pleased with the poetic 
character of his response, the Wyoming 
senator first seemed disposed’ to leave 
it there; but later added that the 
amendment was not only in harmony 
with the original compact between the 
two countries, but in consonance with 
the Canadian bill carrying the agree- 
ment into effect. 

Mr. Smith was not satisfied, and de- 
manded from Chairman Penrose an ex- 
Planation of the disappearance of that 
feature from the bill. Mr. Penrose had 
adopted the policy of allowing the 
opponents of the measure to do the 
talking, and reluctantly he arose to 
reply. 

“The change,” he said, “occurred in 
the ways and means committee of the 
house, and the senator from Michigan 
knoOwe as much about it as I do.” 

“The effect, then, is to give the 
Canadians free frade in paper and pulp, 
and not to give it to us,” commented 
Mr. Smith. “And yet,” he continued, 
“we are told by the house that we 
must not change a word fn the bill as 
it was passed there for fear o¢ impair- 
ing it.” 

Says Canada Fooled United States. 

Mr. Nelson said the Canadians had 
outwitted the United States. 

“The Canadians not only fooled us 
into putting their agricultural products 
on the free list,” he said, “but they 
actually fooled the president as to his 
treaty-making power. He was misied, 
and he is as much at ged on that pornt 
as he is to what ia in the interest of 
the American farmer.” 

Senator Cummins suggested the 
president had no power to enter into a 
treaty affecting tariff duties. 

Mr. Nelson declared the treaty to be 
entirely for the benefit of the “big in- 
terests.” 

“Give us reciprocity,” he pictured 
them as saying to the agriculturistg; 
“give us reciprocity; you can go to the 
devil.” : 

The reciprocity discussion will be re- 
sumed at 12 o'clock tomorrow if any 
senater is prepared to speak, which 
seemed uncertain tonight. ;

Tract Part of El Paso, 

The tract is and always has been 
Physically and geographically a part 
of the city of Ei Paso, Texas. About 
6,000 of the 40,000 inhabitants of El) 
Paso live upon the tract. 

The opinion and award of the com- 
mission are indecisive. The net result 
of the opinions of the three commis- 
sioners which agree only on certain 
points is an attempted division of the 
tract between the United States and 
Mexico, the suggested dividing line be- 
ing the channel of the river as it ran 
in 1884—a line which the commission 
does not attempt to relocate and which 
is impossible of relocation. 

The decision marks a notable de- 
parture. It is the first attempt, so far 
as is Known in the history of juris- 
prudence, to divide accretion land upon 
the theory that slow erosion would 
change the boundary. line, and that 
rapid erosion would not. 

A vigorous dissenting opinion was 
filed by the American commissioner, 
in which he takes the ground that the 
commission exceeded its jurisdiction in 
attempting to divide the tracts; that 
it failed to apply the rule of law pre- 
scribed by the treaty between the 
Wnited States and Mexico in 1884, and, 
finally, that the award is uncertain in 
its terms and impossible of applica- 
tion. 

Not Judicial Determination. 

In concluding his opinion he says 
that the award “breathed the spirit 
of unconscious but nevertheless unau- 
thorized compromise rather than of 


judicial determination.” 


The Mexican commissioner, also, flled 
a vigorous dissenting opinion. The 
agent of the United States, upon his 
own motion and subject to the consid- 
eration and action of the United States 
government, filed a suggestion of pro- 
test on the ground that the commis- 
sion had departed from the terms of 
the submission; that the award was 
uncertain and impossible of applica- 
tion; that the presiding commissioner 
on certain points had failed to state 
his reasons as required by the con- 
vention submitting the case, and be-* 
cause of essential error of law and 
fact. 

Decision Regarded a Failure. 

Washington, June 15.—As understood, 
the decision in the Chamiza] zone case 
means a practical failure of the tri- 
bunal.
